ALL ATLANTA BANKS 
PROTECT DEPOSITS 


All Atlanta banks, including the 
savings institutions as well as the 
Jarge clearing house banks, have 
gone under the federal guarantee 
of deposits plan which went into 
effect Tuesday, it was announced. 

Federal reserve member banks 
went into the deposit guarantee 
plan automatically under the law, 
and the smaller banks were admit- 
ted on application. Under the plan, 
deposits up to $2,500 are guar- 
anteed in full from January 1 to 
July 1. After that deposits up to 
$10,000 will be guaranteed 100 per 
cent: those up to $50,000 will be 
guaranteed 75 per cent, and those 
over $50,000 will be guaranteed 50 
per cent.

was given Tuesday when the utility's 
plea for a temporary order restraining 
the ®ates was denied by a three-judge 
federal court. 

As previously agreed upon by coun- 
sel for the company and attorneys rep- 
resenting the public service commis- 
sion, the entire case will be referred 
to a master in chancery who will be 
appointed by the court in a few days. 

The three-judge court, composed of 
Circuit Judge Samuel H. Sibley and 
District Judges EK. Marvin Under- 
wood, of north Georgia, and William 
I. Grubb, of north Alabama, in: its 
decision Tuesday held that the new 
rate schedule is not confiscatory and, 
without stating what it believed to be 
the value of the company’s proper- 
ties, that “a present fair value much 


lower than that claimed by the com- |, 


plainant is indicated.” The company 
had said that the value of its prop- 
erties is $31,931,500, while the pub- 
lie service commission’s valuation is 
$18,000,000. 

Charges Now in Effect. 

The decision was handed down after 
the three judges had studied the evi- 
dence submitted December 11 for 
nearly three weeks. The company had 
asked a temporary writ restraining 
the following four orders: 

1. Reduction of 25 per cent in all 
station rates on all residential and 
business .telephones. 

2. Reduction in installation charges 
from $3 to $2 and increase in the 
removal charges from $1 to $2. 

3. Reduction in extra charge for 
handset or *"French-type” phones from 
50 cents monthly to 15 cents monthly. 

4. Reduction of extra charge for 
off-the-main-line service from 63 cents 
per quarter mile per month to 40 
cents per quarter mile per month.

Vast new power was placed in the 
hands of Hugh S. Johnson today by 
President Roosevelt in an order 
which left to the NRA head the right 
to put into effect all codes for indus- 
tries which do not normally employ 
more than 50,000 men.

Text of Mayor’s Message 
| Urging Municipal Economy

The text of Mayor James L. Key’s 


annual message to council, delivered 
at the reorganization meeting o 
that body Tuesday night, follows in 
full:

Tq the General Council, City of At- 
lanta. - 
Gentlemen : 

The stress of circumstances which 
has been felt by all business, indus- 
try, property and employments dur- 
ing the period of depression through 
which we are passing has been felt 
by the city just as in the case of 
any other business. The problem of 
carrying on and meeting its obliga- 
tions and performing the necessary 
publie service with a diminished and 
rapidly diminishing income has 
called for the exercise of a high de- 
gree of business ability, conserva- 
tism and public spirit among all 
those that have been charged with 
the responsibility of the city gov- 
ernment, 

In addition to the ordinary bur- 
dens of the city government there 
has been added a largely increased 
and constantly increasing load of re- 
lief and charity work. This charity 
work has assumed very large pro- 
portions and will present one of the 
most difficult problems of the city 
government during this year. 

Income Reduced. 

It might be well to present at this 
time a condensed statement —. 
the reduced income of the city. 
am using the year 1930, which, while 
within the period of depression, still 
does not show any falling off in in- 
come, and I am comparing that with 
the year 1933 through which we have 
just passed. This reduction in reve- 
nue is as follows:

By this means the city has been | 
able to maintain its eredit unim-| 


bid on supplies, knowing that they 
will have to wait so long for their 
money. Many concerns«cannot carry 
the city’s account for so long a period 
and we do not get the results of ac- 
tive competition: Another is, that 
merchants knowing that they will 
have to wait so long a time on their 
bills, the bids are for a larger amount 
than they otherwise would be and the 
city loses that benefit. The time 
should be looked forward to when the 
city will discount its bills. It would 
represent an enormous saving in the 
expenses of operation of the city and 
would be vastly more satisfactory to 
the people with whom the city deals. 


Deficit Should Be Cut. 

I have no suggestion to make as 
to meeting that situation, except that 
whenever the city’s finances will 
justify, there should be made an ear- 
nest effort to reduce gradually this 
deficit so as to enable the city to do 
business on a cash basis. 

During this year’ there was cre- 
ated for the city of Atlanta by the 
last legislature of the state a budget 
commission. The budget cummission 
has authority to fix the anticipations 
of receipts of the city from all 
sources, and which amount of antici- 
pations cannot be exceeded by the 
general council in making its appro- 
priations. This met a long felt need 
in this city. Had there been in ex- 
istence this budget commission for 
the last several years there would 
probably be no deficit in the city’s 
finances. The budget commission has 
a right to change these anticipations 
from time to time as the facts may 
justify. They have a right to in- 
crease the anticipations or to reduce 
them. 

In making the anticipations for 
the year 1934 they took the experi- 
ence of the city for the year 1933 
as the basis, and anticipated from 
all sources the same income as was 
realized during the year 1933 with 
a few exceptions. e tax assessors 
informed the- commission that there 
would be a $15,000,000 reduction in 
real estate assessments for the year 
1934, but that they ansicipated that 
personal property taxes would be in- 
creased in sufficient amount to ab- 
sorb that difference. We felt that 
we could reasonably go above that to 
some extent on account of the in- 
creased price of commodities and per- 
sonal property of all kinds. So we 
increased the anticipations from that 
source in the sum of $150,000. We 
Also increased the anticipated re- 
ceipts from beer license for the year 
1934 from $25,000 to $50,000. 

Budget Board’s Work. 

As the experience of the different 
departments of the city government 
are develpoed during the year 1934 
and as we receive distinct indications 
as to revenues, whether increased or 
decreased, the budget commission wiil 
meet from time to time and change 
their findings as the experience of 
the year will justify. 

There is one change that I would 
like to suggest in the law of. the 
budget commission, and that is, in- 
stead of submitting their report to 
the first meeting of the general coun- 
cil in December and a reference of 
the report to the finance committee 
of that year, that the budget 
commission shall make their re- 
port to the last meeting of the gen- 
eral council of the year and be re- 
ferred to the finance committee of 
the new year. There are many facts 
necessary to know in order to make 
a finance sheet which are not in hand 
and cannot be in hand until the 
close of the year. Besides, the re- 
sponsibility for the year’s business and 
its finances should be assumed by the 
finance committee of that year. As 
a matter of practice, it is now work- 
ing that may, because the finance 
committee will not be able to make 
a satisfactory finance sheet until 
after the previous year’s business has 
been closed. 

Another advance step taken during 
the year was the matter of licensing 
the sale of beer. It was recognized, 
of course, that according to a strict 
interpretation of the state law, all 
kinds of beer, whether intoxicating

This matter 
was submitted to a popular vote and 
in a thoroughly representative elec- 
tion, the peoplé voted by a decided 
majority in favor of Sunday amuse- 
ments. 


This result shouldbe accepted by 
all as settling that much debated 
question in our community. It is 
realized that there are many here 
who do not believe in Sunday 
amusements. So far as they are con- 
cerned, they can settle the quesito 
for themselves by not attending Sun- 
day amusements, but there are many 
other poopie ust as good who do be- 
lieve in Sunday amusements. There 
is nothing inherently vicious or im- 
moral or debasing in Sunday amuse- 
ments. On the other hand, much 
can be said in their favor. 

“Metropolitan Standpoint.” 

We have reached the time now 
when it is proper for us to approach 
questions from a metropolitan stand- 
point, and it is well enough to let 
those who have different views about 
this subject carry out their own 
view if it does no harm or injury 
to anyone else, I assume, therefore, 
that it is the settled policy of this 
city to permit Sunday amusements 
under reasonable regulations in the 
future, and that all of our people 
will accept it as one of those fair 
conditions that are imposed upon a 
complex society in its efforts to meet 
the reasonable needs and require- 


ments of its people. 

During the year 1933 we adopted | 
a variation in our financial plans to 
some extent which has been very | 
helpful and will prove of immense | 
benefit for the» future if the same 
plan is pursued only when the de-. 
mands upon the city are very great 
and cannot be met otherwise, name- 
ly, the city refunded an issue of 
bonds which,sfell due during the year | 
1933 in the’ amount of $275,000, and | 
spread the payment over a period of | 
five years. These bonds were sold 
to the United States government. The | 
proceeds of the sale enabled the city | 
to take up the original bonds, which 
would otherwise have to be paid off 
in cash, thereby, the city was en- 
abled to use the funds that would 
otherwise have been used to pay off 
the bonds for the purpose of mak- 
ing’ a much needed public improve- 
ment, namely, a new police station 
for the city. 

This new situation has been a 
crying necessity for many years. 
The treatment of the people that 
had to be in prison had reached a 
point where it was positively inhu- 
mane. No city could continue under | 
present conditions without being sub- | 
jected to the blush of shame. Thanks | 
to the co-operation of the United | 
States government, we are able to} 
negotiate those bonds with the gov-. 
ernment and’ realize a fund of $275,- | 
000. To this was added by the gov- | 
ernment a gift of 30 per cent, which | 
will enable us to have a prison to} 
meet the needs of the city and cor- | 
rect the abuses that have too long 
existed. 

Debate Over Validity. 

Much debate was had in certain | 
circles about the validity of those, 
bonds. It was not the creation of a 
new debt, and it was a debt that 
had been voted on by the people. By 
this method we secured merely a 
temporary deferment or postpone- 
ment of the due date of the obliga- 
tion. That would seem to present no 
serious legal impediment and in my 
opinion, there was no sound con- 
tention against the validity of these 
bonds, and since the United States 
government has accepted them with- 
out question, I trust that in the fu- 
ture if we have occasion to refund 
another issue of bonds, we will find 
no difficulty in finding a market for 
them. 

This matter of refunding bonds 
will become a matter of actual ne- 


cessity if the city does 


’ its duty | 
toward its unfortunates during the | 


year 1934, and if the city is to avoid 


the levying of an emergency tax. This 
arises in connection with relief work 
among the unemployed and among 
the unemployables and the other dis- 
tinetly charitable work of the city. 


For a considerable period the re- 
lief work of the community was car- 
ried on jointly by the city and the 
county by a joint commission ap- 
pointed for that purpose. The Unit- 
ed States government was asked to 
contribute toward this work, which 
the government did in very liberal 
amounts; so much so, that during 
the year 1933, the government aksed 
the privilege of taking over entirely 
this relief work with a contribution 
to the same by the city and county. 
During the last three months of 1933 
the city and county each contributed 
25,000 per month toward this relief. 
This was a working agreement up 
until the first of 1934. Now the 


matter has to be taken up anew 
and further plans of operation will 
have to be made. The government 
complains that the city and county 
are not doing their fair proportion 


toward this relief, and I am not pre- 
pared to dispute this claim. | 
Magnitude of Work. 

The magnitude of the work will 
be seen when you understand that 
the United States government . has 
been contributing toward relief work 
through its different organizations 
here in this city and county a million 
dollars per month, making a total of 
$12,000,000 per year. This condition | 
of things is largely responsible for | 
the apparent prosperity which we | 
have recently enjoyed, but we are) 
informed that this expenditure on | 
the part of the government will not 
be continued unless properly contrib- 
uted to by the city and the county. 
The present plan of the government 
is to carry on this work until Feb- 
ruary 15, but I feel sure that it will 
be carried on much longer than that. 
If the government should withdraw 
entirely and leave the whole burden 
upon the city and county, then we 
would begin to realize a real diffi- 
culty, financial and otherwise, and 
one which we would not be able to 
meet. 
We should approach the matter in 

a spirit of co-operation and. should 
contribute to the government if they 
carry on this work, and as long as 
they do, as much as we Can reason- 
ably afford. I have taken the liberty of 
suggesting to the federal relief ad- 
ministration that the city of Atlanta 
would refund during the year 1934 
another issue of bonds falling due, 
amounting to $588,000, which less the 
interest installment due, would 
amount to something more than 
$500,000, and that the city would 
turn over to the federal government 


but these suggestions amounted to 
nothing, and we have met the re- 
quirements of thé law by allowing 
the schools the 30 per cent. 

The law as it stood before this 
law was enacted required the school 
department to pay for school books, 
but the city proper had been paying 
the school .book charge each year. 
We felt that on account of this addi- 
tional appropriation to schools, the 
schools should carry out the duty 
which the. law — on them, 
namely, to pay for the school books, 
which has been followed since that 
time. The effect of this change in 
plan has produced a very noticeable 
result. Prior to that time the charge 
for school books when paid by the 
city was $90,000 a year. It had run 
as high as $125,000 per year. All 
those purchases’ were made in the 
interest of and for the children of 
the city, but after the school depart- 
ment was required to pay their own 
bills the charge for school books fell | 
below $30,000 per year. This clearly | 
demonstrates that where a depart- 
ment is compelled to meet its own

We felt that when con- 
cress of the United States with the 
approval of the president changed 
that standard to and permitted the 
sale of %.2 beer, that that should be} 
accepted also as the correct stand- | 
ard and should be accepted by com- | 
mon consent as a solution of the) 
question. The governor of the state 
refused to call a session of the legis- 
lature to deal with that and other 
questions. The city was being flood- 
ed with the sale of beer in the hands | 
of the least desirable of its citizens, 
and on the other hand by legitimat- | 
ing the traffic as best we could, | 
we placed it in the hands of the most | 
desirable of our citizens and were | 
enabled to secure a very substantial | 
revenue much needed by the city, 
which for another year would amount 
to not less than $50,000. 

In addition to that there followed 
the traffic a very considerable invest- 
ment in tax-paying properties, a 
great many people were employed, 
and the readiness with which the con- 
suming public accepted beer had a | 
marked. beneficial effect upon the | 
normal and social life of our commu- | 
nity.

The present beer situation is 
threatened by a menace though that 
will have to be dealt with vigorous- 
ly. There are those who will take ad- 
vantage of the situation and their 
privilege and will attempt to put on 
the market beer of a higher alcoholic/ 
content than that permitted by ordi- 
nan¢ee.

'with mashed potato cover), creamed 
frizzled beef 


on toast, macaroni or 
scalloped potatoes with small cubes 
of meat. 

When soup is served as the prin- 
cipal dish, it should be the hearty, 
‘filling’ variety, quite different from 
the thin soups which have for their 
purpose the stimulating of appetites. 
These must satisfy as well. 

Bean and Beef Porridge. 

A nutritious inexpensive combina- 
tion is bean and beef porridge. 

One and one-half cups dried beans, 
1 pound corned beef, 1-4 pound lean 


'salt pork, a dash of cayenne, 3 quarts 


water, 4 medium sized potatoes, sliced, 


'2 medium siZed onions, sliced, dum- 


plings. 

Small white beans are best. The 
beef should be in one Jarge piece with 
no gristle and little fat and should 


not be very salty. If it has a little} 


bone, so much the better. 
Soak the beans for 12 hours and 


‘then drain. Add beans, beef and un- 
‘cut pork to the water. Bring ‘to a 
boiling point. Simmer 3 or 4 hours, 


removing scum as it rises. At the end 


‘of this time add potatoes, onion and 
cayenne and simmer for another hour. 
|Add a little hot water from time to 
time to keep the quantity of liquid 
the same. 


A Whole Meal. | 

For the last 12 minutes cook the 
dumplings in the porridge. Cornmeal 
dumplings are frequently used. In 


place of dumplings, three or four ta- 
_blespoons of cornmeal mixed to a 
‘smooth paste in water may be added 


about 30 minutes before cooking is 
finished. 
serving, remove pork and 
. If you wish, a little of the 
shredded beef may be returned to the 
porridge. 
To be most delicious, this porridge 


should be allowed to cool and stand 
‘for 24 hours and then be reheated 


before serving. 


This dish forms a meal in itself 


and needs only the accompaniment of 


bread and butter and crackers, a 
beverage and a light dessert, such as 
fruit, raw or cooked. 

Fitting Desserts. 

As desserts for school day lunches. 
suggestions are rice pudding, bread 
pudding, gingerbread or plain cake, 
and fruits in any form. 

Other soups which are nourishing 
and are well liked by most children 
are cream of corn soup, cream of po- 
tato and carrot, or any of the ready 
prepared soups. 

With these may be served cold meat 


‘sandwiches, which furnish protein of 


high quality. The meats should be 
sliced and placed between thin slices 
of whole wheat or white bread. Thin 
slices of roast pork or lamb or of 
beef, roasted or boiled, or of ham are 


tempting to the appeti > as well as| 


being nutritious. 

These meats may also be minced 
and moistened with a little milk or 
mayonnaise by way of variety in 
sandwich spread. 

A double deck sandwich may be 
served as a novelty and special treat. 
One layer is of sliced or minced meat 
and the other of finely chopped vege- 
tables, such as chopped carrots and 
celery, moistened with mayonnaise.

The Opening Lead.

The Opening lead at Contract is 
equivalent to the opening move at 
chess or checkers. In other words. it 
is the right to move first and so select to 
a certain extent the field upon which 
the battle to make or defeat the con- 
tract will be waged. ¢ 

When a player is charged with the 
Opening lead and his partner has bid 
a suit, the ordinary rule, lacking a 


lead from a strong top honor combina- 
tion, is the lead of a card of the suit 
bid by his partner, as his partner's 
bid has in all probability pointed our 
the most effective way of defeating 
the contract, or failing that of hold- 
ing the Declarer to the smallest possi- 
ble number of tricks. There are, 
however, exceptions to this rule which 
every player should mark, learn, read, 
and inwardly digest. If a player 
realizes that in all probability he has 
the lead. or the right to play first, 
for the first and last time during a 
hand, he should utilize that privi- 
lege to the best possible advantage. 
even in those cases where it means 
disregarding the clue given by his 
partner's bid and opening another 
suif. 

The hand below is an example of 
the application of this principle with 
such effect that the contract, which 
would have been made had the Opening 
leader decided to play “wooden” 
ridge, was defeated because he real- 
ized that the head placed on his ‘shou!l- 
ers had some other purpose than dec- 
oration.

NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—(4)—The 
United States has for the second suc- 
cessive year reduced her stake 


abroad. 

Dr. Max Winkler, Wall Street 
economist, places America’s entire in- 
vestment abroad at the beginning of 
1934 at $16,715,427,500, a decline of 
more than $400, from a year 
ago, and of more than $1,250,000,000 
from the peak reached in 1931. 


These figures are exclusive of the 
war debts or so-called political loans. 
On the basis of quotations prevailing 
in December, Dr. Winkler calculates 
that American investments, including
